Locel resiceris also referred
tc ¢he buildings as a division headquarters. A gensral and 2 lieutenant seionels,
as well as numercus other Polish officers, were repeatedly seen at the installetion.

Prior to late Gctober 1953, Polish trocps weering red cap bands were observed in the
former Infanterie Kaserne on the wesierw perimeter of the town cn the scuthwest side
of former Ludendorff Strasge. Up io / T-34/65 tanks were repeatedly seen in, and
cutside of the installation. which appeared o be occupied to espacity. Scurce re-
peatedly observed an undetermined number of gvns in the barracks yard, which he
identified as model 1942 and model 1939 76-tm guns. The installation included
Kaserne to the southwest housed 2 chemical plsnt.

- army troops, who wore red cap bands, were repeatedly seen leaving the installation

After the fall maneuvers of the Polish troops, several shipments of tanks were
detrained at the Gleiwitz freight station. The tanks remained at the post. However,
source yas not able to determine at which installation the tanks were stationed.

It vas rumored that the tanks had come from Oppeln (F 51/J 17). 5 Source stated
that a road, similar to an autobahn, had been constructed in labander Wald {weods),
north of the town. The road was used for test runs of tarks constructed st the
Labend Steel Works. Production of the steel works did not ineluds guns. Source
learned that the plant preduced 3 to 4 T-34 tanks a week.

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D : return of Polish troops from maneuvers in September 1953, 12 to 15
vehieles, which souree referred te #s "self-propelled mounts" were observed.
